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Distribution : Eastern Siberia, Manchuria, China, Korea and Japan. 
Considering from the chemical constituents, it is clear that Angelica glabra 
is not synonymous to A. dahurica and the latter can be assumed to be derived 
from A. archangelica Linn., a native of northern Europe and Siberia. 
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
